CHICAGO (AFP) - Fresh 
from his re-election triumph, 
President Barack Obama 
Wednesday called leaders in 
Congress to prepare the 
ground for a political show¬ 
down over a cresting financial 
crisis that could spark reces¬ 
sion. 

Obama's calls represented 
the president's first post-elec¬ 
tion intervention in a building 
political imbroglio known as 
the "fiscal cliff," a year end 
perfect storm of a budget 
crunch and expiring tax cuts. 

The president spoke to 


Speaker John Boehner, after 
his Republicans retained con¬ 
trol of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives in Tuesday's election, 
and also telephoned the minor¬ 
ity Republican leader in the 
Senate, Mitch McConnell. 

The White House said 
Obama also spoke to Demo¬ 
cratic allies Harry Reid, who 
leads the Senate Democratic 
majority, and Nancy Pelosi, 
head of minority Democrats in 
the House, the White House 
said.

(AFP)—’’The president reiter¬ 
ated his commitment to find¬ 
ing bipartisan solutions to: 
reduce our deficit in a bal¬ 
anced way, cut taxes for mid¬ 
dle class families and small 
businesses and create jobs,” 
White House spokesman Jay 
Carney said. 

Carney said in a statement 
that Obama believed Ameri¬ 
cans sent a message to Wash¬ 
ington by returning him for a 
second term on Tuesday, that 
both parties should put aside 
partisan interests to put the 
economy first. 

Congress is under intense 
pressure to tackle the fiscal 
cliff, a combination of auto¬ 
matic tax hikes and slashing 
spending cuts that are due to 
come into force on January 1 
if no agreement is reached on 
budget legislation. 

Obama campaigned for re- 
election on the idea that the 
wealthiest Americans should 
pay higher taxes, and will 
feel he has a mandate for 
such an approach. 

Republicans, however, 


flatly refuse to countenance 
any tax hikes and insist on 
cuts to spending on social 
programs that many Democ¬ 
rats cherish. 

Boehner drew a line in the 
sand Tuesday night even be¬ 
fore Obama's win was sealed. 

"The American people 
want solutions — and tonight, 
they've responded by renew¬ 
ing our House Republican 
majority," Boehner said. 

"With this vote, the Amer¬ 
ican people have also made 
clear that there is no mandate 
for raising tax rates." 

Economists have warned 
that sudden tax rises and 
spending cuts that choke the 
government could tip the 
slowly recovering US econ¬ 
omy back into recession, so the 
political stakes surrounding the 
fiscal cliff could not be higher. 

The president placed the 
calls from Chicago, where he 
stayed at his home in the 
Hyde Park area following his 
election night party, before 
returning to the White House 
later on Wednesday. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Air¬ 
lines suspended hundreds of 
flights around New York on 
Wednesday after gale force 
winds and snow lashed the 
city where tens of thousands 
of people still lack electricity 
since superstorm Sandy. 

The severe weather, with 
snow, sleet, rain and winds 
gusting to a maximum of 60 
miles (96 kilometers) an 
hour, came just over a week 
after hurricane-strength 
Sandy wrought serious dam¬ 
age on the region and caused 
travel chaos. 

The new gale, a seasonal 
Nor'easter expected to last 24 
hours, was much less power¬ 
ful than Sandy, but was being 
taken seriously. 

United Airlines and Amer¬ 
ican temporarily shut down 
their New York area opera¬ 
tions, while New York City 
and New Jersey called for 
limited evacuations of low- 
lying areas. 

"We won't order the kind 
of large-scale evacuation that 
we did during Hurricane 
Sandy, but if you experienced 
significant flooding during 


Sandy you should consider 
taking shelter with friends," 
New York Mayor Mike 
Bloomberg said. 

"So far we've not had any 
reports of flooding today," he 
added. 

Sandy, which began as a 
deadly hurricane in the 
Caribbean, slammed 15 east¬ 
ern US states and prompted a 
huge tidal surge that killed at 
least 109 people in the United 
States and Canada and 
caused tens of billions of dol¬ 
lars worth of damage. 

The coastal regions of 
New York and New Jersey 
were hardest-hit when Sandy 
crashed ashore on October 
29. 

A total of 672,572 homes 
and businesses were without 
electricity on Wednesday, the 
US Department of Energy 
said, with most in New Jersey 
and New York. Of those, 
22,000 lost power Wednes¬ 
day in the Nor'easter. 

Bloomberg said that 
66,000 customers in New 
York City still remained in 
the dark. The main reason for 
the delay, the mayor said, was 


that flooding seawater during 
Sandy had damaged electri¬ 
cal circuits in buildings and 
that meant a time-consuming 
clean-up before it was safe to 
restore power. 

The latest bad weather 
would briefly slow down ef¬ 
forts to bring back electricity, 
pump out flooded basements, 
clear storm-related debris and 
rebuild disrupted city serv¬ 
ices, Bloomberg said. 

"It will be relatively 
minor, but if s just more work 
for the utility companies," 
Bloomberg said. "Our expec¬ 
tation is that tomorrow we'll 
be back working." 

Bloomberg said he 
thought New Yorkers in pub¬ 
lic housing would all be back 
home with heat, power and 
gas by the end of the week. 

American Airlines and 
American Eagle announced a 
suspension of all flights in 
Philadelphia from 1700 GMT 
and in New York-area air¬ 
ports by 2000 GMT, affecting 
about 290 flights. 

Operations were to resume 
normally once the gale 
passed today.

Elections 2012: An interesting message 
from voters: is anyone listening? 
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After weeks of being informed 
by political pundits that this 
presidential race would be a 
“squeaker,” President Barak 
Obama was re-elected with a 
decided margin in the Electoral 
College, while also winning 
the popular vote. This was de¬ 
spite billions in Super Pac do¬ 
nations to republican can¬ 
didates, funding extensive 
media campaigns, as well as 
quite some chicanery taking 
place in regards to voter sup¬ 
pression aimed at minorities 
and groups inclined to vote de¬ 
mocrat. 

Very early on Tuesday, a 
“malfunctioning” voting ma¬ 
chine in Pennsylvania was ex¬ 
posed by a citizen who decided 
to cast his ballot prior to going 
to work. When casting a vote 
for President Obama, he ob¬ 
served it was being recorded as 
a vote for Romney. Fortu¬ 
nately, the voter was a soft¬ 
ware developer and tech savvy, 
knowing how to test the results 
on other candidates, which 
worked perfectly. He brought 
it to the attention of the official 
running the polling station, 
who dismissed it, but he had 
the good sense to make a video 
with his phone and immedi¬ 
ately post it to the net, which 
resulted in the machine being 
retired early in the day. Mo¬ 
dem technology and the Inter¬ 
net proved effective in pre¬ 
venting election fraud. 

Most networks were fully 
covering what is considered 


key victories for democ¬ 
rats in Senate and House 
contests as well, such as 
Tammy Duckworth win¬ 
ning a congressional seat 
over incumbent freshman 
Joe Walsh in Illinois, and 
the first openly gay candi¬ 
date, Tammy Baldwin, 
taking the Michigan sen¬ 
ate seat. Democrats have 
increased their majority in 
the Senate, but are still 
well behind republicans in 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives, with republicans 
winning 232, more than 
enough to reach the 212 
majority need to pass leg¬ 
islation. Proposed bills 
will get bogged down be¬ 
tween the two disparate 
houses, unless bipartisan 
agreements can be 
reached. 

THE MORNING 
NEWS went out on Elec¬ 
tion Day morning to can¬ 
vas some vacationers on 
what they considered im¬ 
portant issues during this 
cmcial election. Individu¬ 
als willing to chat, with 
the promise of anonymity, 
had all done their duty 
and cast their ballots prior 
to departing the U.S. 
Their opinions were not 
surprising, based on a su¬ 
perficial judgment of their 
social and economic 
standing. Younger career 
women had voted democ¬ 
rat, with Women Rights, 
and maintaining con¬ 
trol over their bodies, key 
issues. They also showed 
concern for those who 
were in need, and ex¬ 
pressed the importance of 
programs that would as¬ 
sist the less fortunate in 
obtaining educations. 
They firmly believed a 
country could only grow 
by improving the educa¬ 
tional opportunities for 
the next generation. “We 
have no idea of what good 
Romney will do,” they 
complained. “His ticket 
has not put forward any 
positive plan that we can 
see, and the issues that 
they have defined are only 
negative to us, as single 
career women.” 

It is interesting that 
one of our interviewees 
thought that Romney 
would win by “one of the 
biggest landslides the 
U.S. has ever seen.” Con¬ 
sidering their personal so¬ 
cietal and financial status, 
it is understandable, but 


obviously, did not reflect the 
general consensus. Being a 
staunch believer that capital¬ 
ism is the best system on earth, 
they felt a capitalist U.S. is se¬ 
verely threatened by the cur¬ 
rent administration. “Men’s 
greed will manage the situa¬ 
tion,” he said. “The strong sur¬ 
vive and weak businesses go 
out of business, which is capi¬ 
talism and moves the econ¬ 
omy.” He is firmly convinced 
that nothing is free, which is 
true, but also believes the 
wealthier in the U.S. will end 
up paying for everything, as 
the current administration is 
working, in his opinion, to tax 
higher income brackets at un¬ 
realistic percentages. It is un¬ 
derstandable why the Romney/ 
Ryan position would be so at¬ 
tractive. 

Romney supporters ex¬ 
pressed their great concern that 
President Obama was leading 
the country down the road of 
socialism, one describing him 
as a “socialist, communist and 
Marxist.”

Their principal complaint was 
President Obama had not 
achieved the change he prom¬ 
ised, to which his supporters 
responded it would not have 
been possible with the existing 
opposition in the House, and 
he deserves another four years 
to achieve his stated goals. 
“We feel it is time to give 
Romney a chance and see 
what he can do,” was a com¬ 
mon thread in those deciding 
to vote republican. 

Another common thread 
among those interviewed was 


distaste for the congressional 
legislative system, which all 
felt should be overhauled. The 
influence of lobbyists, and the 
need for candidates to compro¬ 
mise their constituents in their 
bid for reelection, is corrupting 
the representatives and the en¬ 
tire process, in their opinion. 
This was a universal com¬ 
plaint, whether voting republi¬ 
can or democrat. 

Political spending, particu¬ 
larly on television ads, was at 
an all-time high this past cam¬ 
paign, by both parties. Huge 


donations, enabled by the up¬ 
holding of the constitutionality 
of Super Pacs, allowed special 
interest groups to put enor¬ 
mous funds behind the candi¬ 
dates of their choice. Casino 
magnate Sheldon Adelson set 
a new record, by donating $70 
million dollars to his republi¬ 
can favorites; nearly triple the 
previously recorded highest 
amount. In a rare interview, he 
stated he was willing to donate 
up to $100 million, to get Pre¬ 
sident Obama out of office. He 
ended the evening 0-6 on all 


the candidates he supported. 
This was coupled with several 
resounding Tea Party candi¬ 
dates being defeated, which is 
sending a clear message to the 
Republican Party, about those 
who seek to control the direc¬ 
tion of the government 
through huge financial contri¬ 
butions, and their fringe ele¬ 
ment. 

Obviously, pandering to the 
very vocal and high profile Tea 
Party platform is not paying 
off for republicans; this does 
not reflect the general attitude 


of the voting public. Also, 
today’s media, particularly the 
Internet, can refute misleading 
campaign rhetoric, and fact- 
checkers are being very dili¬ 
gent about getting the truth out 
there. Continued and false 
statements, bordering on pro¬ 
paganda, are being pounced 
upon and exposed. The policy 
of systematic character assas¬ 
sination as a political tool is 
not quite working as well as it 
did previously. A generation 
that turns more frequently to 
the net, rather than TV, to not 
only get the story, but also pro¬ 
vide their personal input, is 
growing and changing the 
game. 

A pundit panel on Current 
TV, admittedly a democratic 
station, founded by Vice Pre¬ 
sident A1 Gore, was all smiles 
as one democratic victory after 
another was announced. A 
number of terms were used to 
describe this election, includ¬ 
ing “a vindication of logic, fact 
and reason.” Jennifer 
Granholm, former Attorney 
General of Michigan and its 
47th Governor, called it a “vin¬ 
dication of morality.. .this was 
a moral choice. People chose 
to make sure that we cared for 
one another, it was a funda¬ 
mental choice of who we are 
as a nation, and the people 
chose. I am proud of that.” 
Towards 11:00 PM, when reli¬ 
able percentages of poll results 
began pouring in, websites 
such as Facebook and Twitter 
were abuzz with commentary, 
not only from the U.S. One 
local political observer com¬ 
mented, “In my memory, I 
can’t recall a recent U.S. elec¬ 
tion that has so captured the at¬ 
tention of the general 
population of other nations. 
This was a very important 
election as to the direction the 
U.S. would go.” Far earlier 
than they thought, news sta¬ 
tions were naming President 
Obama the winner, with Fox 
News a holdout until hours 
later. That is also quite telling 
about this election. Though the 
electoral votes won by Presi¬ 
dent Obama were not as great 
as in 2008, it was a substantial 
margin. The final count was 
not even close, as so many pre¬ 
dicted over the past weeks. 
This shows there is a much 
greater approval rating for the 
incumbent than many would 
imagine, or that the republican 
ticket was just not good 
enough. In any case, it will be 
very interesting to see what 
happens over the next four 
years, and what the 2016 elec¬ 
tions will bring.

Dutch PM congratulates 
Obama, looks forward 
to four more years 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - From 
neighbor Mexico to emerging 
power Brazil, Fatin American 
leaders welcomed US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's re-elec¬ 
tion Wednesday as some urged 
him to remember the role Fati- 
nos played in his big win. 

Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon, whose government 
has urged Washington to enact 
immigration reform to regular¬ 
ize the status of millions of 
Mexican migrants illegally in 
the United States, congratu¬ 
lated Obama and wished him 
"success" in his second term. 

In a letter, Calderon said he 
was convinced both nations 
will "continue to widen and 
deepen their cooperation and 
coordinate their work for the 
benefit of prosperity, security 
and competitiveness in Mexico 
and the United States." 

While Obama has disap¬ 
pointed many Fatinos for fail¬ 
ing to fulfill a 2008 campaign 
promise to enact comprehen¬ 
sive immigration reform, Mex¬ 
ico has received US aid to 
combat drug trafficking. 

Calderon's successor En¬ 
rique Pena Nieto, who takes 
office on December 1, wrote 
on Twitter that he would per¬ 


sonally congratulate Obama in 
an upcoming US trip and 
wants to work with him "for 
the benefit of our nations." 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff also congratulated 
Obama, a sentiment shared by 
other governments across 
Fatin America. 

Ecuador and Bolivia 
pointed out that Obama's vic¬ 
tory over Republican Mitt 
Romney was in part thanks to 
the support of the 52 million- 
strong Hispanic community, 
the largest minority group in 
the United States. 

Bolivian President Evo 
Morales said Obama should pay 
back Fatinos by lifting the 
decades-old US embargo on Cuba. 

"We were told Obama won 
in the United States, but with 
the Fatin American vote, with 
the Fatino immigrant vote. 
Now, how will he pay back the 
Fatino migrants?" the leftist 
leader said. 

Guatemalan President Otto 
Perez pressed Obama to act on 
his country's request to include 
Guatemalans in the Temporary 
Protected Status (TPS) pro¬ 
gram, which allows migrants 
from designated countries to 
legally stay in the United 
States for a period of time. 


Regime grabbing 
most aid sent to 
Syria Red Crescent: 
NGO 

GENEVA (AFP) - Almost all 
international aid sent to the 
Syrian Arab Red Crescent is 
being confiscated by the 
regime and never reaches 
civilians in need, an umbrella 
relief group for the war-rav¬ 
aged country said Wednes¬ 
day, although major aid 
humanitarian organisations 
denied the claims. 

"Ninety, even 95 percent 
of everything that is sent to 
Syrian Red headquarters in 
Damascus goes to support 
the Syrian regime, especially 
the soldiers...," said Tawfik 
Chamaa, spokesman for the 
Union of Syrian Medical Re¬ 
lief Organisations 

(UOSSM). 

"It will not reach the civil¬ 
ians who are bombed every 
day or besieged," he told re¬ 
porters in Geneva. 

However, the Interna¬ 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross and the UN World 
Food Programme (WFP), 
which both work closely 
with the Syrian Red Cres¬ 
cent, denied their aid was 
being seized. 


THE HAGUE — Dutch prime 
minister Mark Rutte has con¬ 
gratulated Barack Obama on 
his re-election as president of 
the United States and says he 
looks forward to continuing 
their ‘excellent’ working rela¬ 
tionship, news agency ANP re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

‘Congratulations to presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama on his re- 
election after an extremely 
exciting race,’ Rutte said in a 
statement from Istanbul, where 
he is leading a trade mission. 

‘The Netherlands looks for¬ 
ward to continuing the excel¬ 
lent alliance with the Obama 
administration in a number of 
areas over the next four years.’ 

Referring to the trade and 
investment relationship be¬ 
tween the two countries, Rutte 
said: ‘We want that to grow 
further in the future. The 
Netherlands will therefore put 
effort into establishing a free 
trade agreement between the 
US and the European Union.’ 

Foreign minister Frans 
Timmermans also sent his best 
wishes to the president. ‘In a 
changed world, the trans-At¬ 
lantic relationship is an anchor. 


The Netherlands and its part¬ 
ners will continue to invest in 
this,’ ANP quoted the new 
minister as saying. 


15 may be dead in 
Guatemala 
quake: president 

GUATEMALA CITY (AFP) 
The death toll in 
Guatemala's earthquake rose 
to 39 victims on Wednesday, 
President Otto Perez said as 
he toured the disaster area in 
the southwest of the country. 

"We have to lament the 
death of 39 people. It is a 
tragedy," Perez told reporters, 
raising the toll after prelimi¬ 
nary reports of 15 deaths. 
Guatemala's president said 
around 39 people may have 
died in an earthquake on 
Wednesday while another 
100 people may be missing in 
the southwest of the country. 

"We have reports of three 
dead from the San Marcos 
hospital that have been con¬ 
firmed," President Otto Perez 
told a press conference. 

"Other preliminary infor¬ 
mation, has not been con¬ 
firmed. 
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President Obama revives 'hope 1 with re-election win

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Glo¬ 
wing with triumph, President 
Barack Obama revived his old 
theme of hope yesterday, 
telling Americans "the best is 
yet to come" after defying dark 
economic omens with a deci¬ 
sive re-election win. 

The 44th US president and 
the first African American to 
claim the Oval Office was re¬ 
turned to power after a joyless 
election which appears to have 
deepened, rather than healed, 
his nation’s political divide. 

"In this election, you, the 
American people, reminded us 
that while our road has been 
hard, while our journey has 
been long, we have picked our¬ 
selves up, we have fought our 
way back," Obama, 51, said at 
a victory party in Chicago. 

"I have never been more 
hopeful about America. And I 
ask you to sustain that hope," 
Obama said, striving for inspi¬ 
ration rarely shown in a cam¬ 
paign where the prophet of 
hope of 2008 became a con¬ 
ventional, brawling politician. 

"I have always believed that 


hope is that stubborn thing in¬ 
side us that insists, despite all 
the evidence to the contrary, 
that something better awaits us 
so long as we have the courage 
to keep reaching, to keep 
working, to keep fighting," 


Obama said. 

As Obama's victory was 
confirmed with wins in rustbelt 
Ohio and his spiritual political 
home in Iowa, large crowds 
suddenly materialized outside 
the White House, chanting 
"four more years" and "O- 
bama, O-bama." 

Republican nominee Rom¬ 
ney, 65, deflated and ex¬ 
hausted, offered a classy tri¬ 
bute, as he consoled dejected 
supporters in Boston moments 
after phoning Obama to for¬ 
mally concede. 

"This is a time of great 
challenges for America and I 
pray that the president will be 
successful in guiding our na¬ 
tion." Romney said. 

In a show of bipartisanship 
after a searing campaign, the 
president said he wanted to 
meet his vanquished foe to find 
common ground to move 
America forward. 

Obama's victory means that 
he will get the chance to 
embed his healthcare and Wall 
Street reforms deep into the 
fabric of American life — Rom¬ 


ney had pledged one of his first 
acts would be the repeal of 
Obamacare. 

The president may also get 
the chance to reshape the Su¬ 
preme Court in his liberal 
image for a generation, a move 


that would shape policy on is¬ 
sues like abortion and gay 
rights. 

The president will also look 
abroad as he builds his legacy, 
and will face an immediate 
challenge early in 2013 over 
whether to use military force to 
thwart Iran's nuclear program. 

Obama's win on Tuesday 
bucked history, as it came with 
the unemployment rate pegged 
at 7.9 percent, the highest level 
for a re-elected president in 
more than 70 years. 

Remarkably, his coalition 
of Hispanic, black, and young 
voters turned out in similar 
numbers to those of his heady 
change-fueled campaign in 
2008, shocking Romney's 
team and presenting a new 
American face to the world. 

But once the euphoria 
fades, the president will face a 
tough task enacting his second 
term agenda after Republicans, 
who thwarted him repeatedly 
in his first mandate, retained 
control of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Democrats kept the Senate 
but fell short of the 60-vote 
super majority needed to side¬ 
step minority blocking tactics. 

Obama will soon face a 
showdown with Republicans 
on Capitol Hill over the so- 
called "fiscal cliff' — a combi¬ 
nation of dramatic spending 
cuts and tax increases set to 
take effect if US lawmakers 
cannot cut a deal on the deficit. 

It remains to be seen 
whether Republicans — who 
have opposed the president 
tooth and nail for the last four 
years — will be more concilia¬ 
tory after Romney's drubbing 
or double down to block any 
potential legacy projects. 

The president paved the 
way to victory with a staunch 
defense of Democratic bas¬ 
tions in Pennsylvania, Wiscon¬ 
sin and Michigan, at which 
Romney had made a last- 
minute run when he saw more 
conventional paths to the 
White House blocked. 

Obama also locked in 


swing states, including Vir¬ 
ginia — where he became the 
first Democrat to win since 
1964 four years ago -- Nevada, 
Ohio, New Hampshire, Co¬ 
lorado and Iowa, crushing 
Romney's slim hopes of a vi¬ 
able path to victory. 

Romney could only wrestle 
Indiana and North Carolina 
from Obama's 2008 map. 

The win in Iowa will be es¬ 
pecially sweet for Obama, as 
the heartland state nurtured his 
unlikely White House dreams 
way back in 2007. A tear rolled 
down his cheek as he held his 
last-ever campaign rally there 
late Monday. 

His victory in Ohio repre¬ 
sents a delayed repayment for 
his gutsy call in 2009 to man¬ 
date a federal bailout of the 
auto industry, on which one in 
eight jobs in the state depend. 
Romney had opposed the 
move. 

Obama won with a fiercely 
negative campaign branding 
Romney — a multi-millionaire 
former corporate turnaround 
wizard — as indifferent to the 
woes of the middle class. 

Exit polls showed that 
though only 39 percent of peo¬ 
ple believed that the economy 
was improving, around half of 
Americans blamed former Re¬ 
publican president George W. 
Bush for the tenuous situation, 


and not Obama. 

Obama's victory was a 
complete vindication for a 
campaign team that had pre¬ 
dicted a close but winnable 
election, despite the painful 
after-effects of the deepest eco¬ 
nomic crisis since the 1930s 
Great Depression. 

He was also helped by 
Latino voters, whose strong 
support was crucial in the 
western desert state of Nevada 
and the Rocky Mountain state 
of Colorado. 

Republicans had insisted 
right up to election day that 
Obama's army, disaffected by 
busted expectations for his first 
term, would stay home, and 
had predicted instead a late Re¬ 
publican wave that would ele¬ 
vate Romney. 

The president ran for re- 
election on a platform of offer¬ 
ing a "fair shot" to the middle 
class, of fulfilling his pledge to 
end the war in Iraq, killing 
Osama bin Laden, and starting 
to build a clean energy econ¬ 
omy. 

The president may have 
been helped at the 11th hour 
when superstorm Sandy roared 
ashore, killing more than 100 
Americans but giving Obama 
the chance to project leader¬ 
ship at the head of a multi-state 
disaster response.

Socialist leader on manslaughter charge 
over asbestos deaths 



PARIS (AFP) - Martine 
Aubry, the former leader of 
France’s governing Socialist 
Party, has been charged with 
manslaughter in a probe into 
whether state negligence con¬ 
tributed to thousands of deaths 
caused by asbestos exposure. 

The charges against Aubry 
relate to her time as a senior 
official in the ministry of so¬ 
cial affairs, before she became 


a major figure in French poli¬ 
tics. 

As the ministry's director of 
industrial relations from 1984- 
87, Aubry is accused of having 
helped to delay the implemen¬ 
tation in France of a 1983 Eu¬ 
ropean Union directive 
designed to strengthen the pro¬ 
tection of workers dealing 
with asbestos. 

The examining magistrate 


in the case believes Aubry 
bowed to pressure from indus¬ 
trialists lobbying against a 
complete ban on the use of the 
material and that she ignored 
warnings from French health 
authorities of a mushrooming 
epidemic of cancers and termi¬ 
nal lung diseases. 

The specific charges against 
her relate to the case of work¬ 
ers employed at the Fereo- 
Valeo auto-components 
factory in Normandy. Asbestos 
was once widely used for car 
brake pads. 

An estimated 3,000 people 
currently die prematurely 
every year in France as a result 
of asbestos poisoning and 
there have been pessimistic 
predictions that the death rate 
could nearly treble over the 
next decade because of expo¬ 
sure in the 70s and 80s.

"Individually and combined, 
these signs predicted heart at¬ 
tack and heart disease inde¬ 
pendent of traditional risk 
factors," said the American 
Heart Association.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - If 
you look old, you might be at 
higher risk of heart trouble. 

People with several visible 
signs of aging such as hair loss 
and fatty deposits around the 
eyes have a higher risk of de¬ 
veloping heart problems than 
those of the same age who 
look younger, according to a 
study presented yesterday. 

The study, focused on al¬ 
most 11,000 people aged 40 
and older, found that those 
who had three to four aging 
signs had a 57 percent in¬ 
creased risk of heart attack and 
a 39 percent increased risk for 
heart disease. 

Among the aging signs cited 
were a receding hairline at the 
temples, baldness at the crown 
of the head, earlobe creases 
and yellow fatty deposits 
around the eyelids. 

Over the course of 35 years 
of follow-up, 3,401 of the par¬ 
ticipants developed heart dis¬

Link between cyclones, climate change 
unclear: scientists 



PARIS (AFP) - Was Hurricane 
Sandy caused by climate 
change? 

This was the contention last 
week of Andrew Cuomo, gov¬ 
ernor of New York state, 
which bore the brunt of the su¬ 
perstorm. 

Many climate scientists 
would agree with Cuomo 
when it comes to identifying 
the cause of the record-break¬ 
ing droughts and floods of re¬ 
cent years. 

But when it comes to tropi¬ 
cal storms, the experts also say 
they cannot give a black-or- 
white answer for one of the 
most complex issues in mete¬ 
orology. 

Tropical storms are fuelled 
by warm seas, so intuition says 
that as ocean temperatures 
rise, hurricanes — known as ty¬ 


phoons in Asia — should be¬ 
come more frequent and more 
brutal. 

But a clear rise in Earth's 
surface temperature since the 
1970s has so far failed to en¬ 
gender a similar increase in 
tropical cyclone numbers, 
which have remained stable at 
about 90 per year. 

In the Atlantic alone, how¬ 
ever, the US National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion (NOAA) says major 
storms have become more fre¬ 
quent and intense since 1995. 

The agency also warns that 
science right now cannot tease 
out how much of the change 
should be attributed to natural 
climate variability, and how 
much to man-made warming. 

As for the future, experts 
give conflicting or sketchy 


predictions of what could hap¬ 
pen this century, when surface 
temperatures are predicted to 
warm two or three degrees 
Celsius (3.5 to five degrees 
Fahrenheit). 

Serge Planton, head of cli¬ 
mate research at French 
weather forecasting service 
Meteo France, explained why 
the picture is so fuzzy. 

"A cyclone depends not 
only on the sea surface tem¬ 
perature, but also on the struc¬ 
ture of the winds at every layer 
of the atmosphere. This means 
it does not respond in a simple, 
linear fashion to climate 
change." 

When it comes to storm 
surge, there seems to be more 
scientific consensus that cli¬ 
mate change's impact is clear. 

Sandy's swells were entirely 
consistent with scenarios 
sketched by the UN's Inter- 
government Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCC) in a report on 
extreme weather events, pub¬ 
lished in March, contended 
Mitchell. 

The IPCC report had said it 
was also likely that tropical 
cyclones will increase rainfall 
this century, and placed a 
heavy emphasis on prepared¬ 
ness to reduce the risk to lives 
and property.

WELLINGTON (ALP) - The 
remote Pacific islands of Toke¬ 
lau have become the first terri¬ 
tory in the world to generate 
their electricity entirely from 
solar energy, in a project hailed 
as an environmental milestone. 

Before the solar power grid 
was completed, the New 
Zealand-administered group¬ 
ing of three coral atolls, with a 
population of just 1,500, relied 
on diesel generators for elec¬ 
tricity. 

Project coordinator Mike 
Bassett-Smith said the diesel 
was not only environmentally 
unfriendly, it also cost the is¬ 
lands, which lie about halfway 
between New Zealand and 
Hawaii, around NZ$1.0 mil¬ 
lion ($825,000) a year. 

Bassett-Smith, from New 


Zealand firm PowerSmart 
Solar, said the change would 
allow Tokelau to switch 
money from fuel purchases to 
social welfare projects. 

"For Tokelau, this milestone 
is of huge importance for their 
continued well-being," he said 
in a statement received 
Wednesday. 

New Zealand Foreign Min¬ 
ister Murray McCully said the 
US$7.0 million project had 
achieved a world first and 
Wellington was working with 
other Pacific nations such as 
Tonga and the Cook Islands to 
develop renewable energy. 

"Completed on time and on 
budget, the project is an excel¬ 
lent example of how small Pa¬ 
cific nations can lead the way 
on renewable energy," he said.

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EU: Europe faces drawn-out, painful 


economic recovery 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe's 
economic prospects have 
dimmed considerably, new EU 
forecasts showed yesterday, 
pointing to a drawn-out and 
painful recovery before any re¬ 
turn to growth. 

Record and mounting unem¬ 
ployment, much weaker projec¬ 
tions for next year and only a 
muted improvement in 2014 
are, however, the price to pay 
for stabilising public finances 
and re-balancing the economy, 
the European Commission ar¬ 
gued. 

Restoring countries to health 
after years of both internal and 
external imbalances takes time 
and the measures required 
dampen growth but there has 
been progress, it noted. 

Further progress in fixing 
strained public finances "is un¬ 
derpinning this rebalancing

process," the commission said. 

After years of over-spen¬ 
ding, austerity and violent 
protests, the Commission found 
enough positives to conclude 
that Greece should finally 
emerge from seven years of re¬ 
cession in 2014. 

The Commission said euro¬ 
zone growth next year would 
come in at just 0.1 percent, 
whereas six months ago, it was 
tipping a much stronger recov¬ 
ery of 1.0 percent. 

It said gross domestic pro 
duct (GDP) across the 17-state 
currency area would shrink 0.4 
percent in 2012 and would take 
until 2014 to recover, with ex¬ 
pected growth then of 1.4 per¬ 
cent. 

The Commission expected 
the United States to far outstrip 
Europe, with steadily-increasing 
growth above the two-percent 
mark going forward. 

Rehn said there was still a 
risk that unemployment -- put at 
nearly 12 percent next year in 
the eurozone — could undo 
progress on financial markets 
where the pressures on govern¬ 
ment borrowing rates have 
eased in the past few months. 

With inflation next year 
forecast to "fall below two per¬ 
cent," the core target underpin¬ 
ning eurozone-wide economic 
planning, Rehn said decisions 
taken at some two dozen crisis 
summits had "laid the founda¬ 
tions for strengthening confi¬ 


dence." But with struggling 
Spain and Italy expected to re¬ 
main mired in recession this 
year and next, Rehn added 
"there is no room for compla¬ 
cency. 

Greece meanwhile should 
see 0.6-percent growth in 2014, 
the Commission said. The 
Greek economy has shrunk by 
around a fifth since the crisis 
first broke and the Commission 
forecasts were notably stronger 
than those of the government 
which expects 0.2 percent in 
2014, 2.5 percent in 2015 and 
3.5 percent come 2016. 

In Spain, the bursting of a 
property bubble in 2008 and the 
near collapse of the banks has 
forced Madrid to tighten the 
purse strings, sending unem¬ 
ployment soaring to around 25 
percent. It will hit more than 26 
percent next year, according to 
the Commission. 

Falling further behind euro 
anchor Germany — tipped to run 
roughly balanced budgets be¬ 
tween now and 2014 — France 
will have a public deficit of 3.5 
percent of gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP) in 2013, compared 
with its own target of 3.0 per¬ 
cent. 

"Prospects for an imminent 
recovery have waned," the 
Commission said, citing rising 
unemployment and tax hikes, 
adding that "French companies 
are set to continue to lose export 
market shares."

Oil prices slump 
$4 in fierce sell-off 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
plunged more than $4 a barrel 
Wednesday, giving up Tues¬ 
day's sharp gains and more, as 
markets reacted to gloomy EU 
economic forecasts. 

Sentiment was also dented 
by profit-taking, a stronger 
dollar and disappointing US 
crude inventories data that sig¬ 
nalled weak demand in the 
world's biggest oil consuming 
nation. 

In late afternoon deals, 
Brent North Sea crude for de¬ 
livery in December tumbled 
$3.48 to $107.59 per barrel, 
having briefly climbed above 
$111 in the wake of Obama's 
triumph. 

In New York trade, WTI 
crude for December delivery 
lost $4.27 from Tuesday's 
close, settling at $84.44 a bar¬ 
rel. 

Wall Street shares dived 
two percent on Wednesday, 
pulling European equities 
sharply lower, as President 
Barack Obama's re-election 
victory set up a tough battle 
with Republicans over a loom¬ 
ing "fiscal cliff'. 

Obama won a resounding 
victory over Republican chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney for another 
four-year term in a closely 
fought race late Tuesday. 

However, voters left Con¬ 
gress divided, with Democrats 
maintaining the Senate and 
Republicans holding the 
House of Representatives. 

Elsewhere, new EU fore¬ 
casts showed that Europe's 
economic prospects have 
dimmed considerably, and 
pointed to a drawn-out and 
painful recovery before any re¬ 
turn to growth. 

The European Commission 
slashed its eurozone economic 
growth forecast for next year 
to just 0.1 percent, six months 


after tipping a much stronger 
recovery of 1.0 percent. 

The news sent the euro tum¬ 
bling to $1.2737 in intra-day 
trade, which was the lowest 
level since September 7. A 
stronger greenback tends to hit 
dollar-priced oil, which be¬ 
comes more expensive for buy¬ 
ers using weaker currencies. 

Official data meanwhile re¬ 
vealed slumps in German and 
Spanish industrial output dur¬ 
ing September. 

"Crude oil began the day 
higher as investors in Asia and 
Europe woke up to news that 
Obama was re-elected as the 
President of America," said an¬ 
alyst Fawad Razaqzada at trad¬ 
ing group GFT Markets. 

"However the gains quickly 
evaporated and by lunch time 
both Brent and WTI had turned 
lower. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for December dropped 
$4.25 to $106.82 a barrel. 

"Sentiment turned sour on 
Mario Draghi's comments 
about the eurozone economy 
and after some disappointing 
data releases. 

"What really pulled the rug 
from under the remaining bulls 
was news that the European 
Commission had slashed its 
growth forecast for the euro¬ 
zone across the board." 

In addition on Wednesday, 
the US government's Energy 
Information Administration re¬ 
vealed that American crude in¬ 
ventories climbed 1.8 million 
barrels in the week ending No¬ 
vember 2. Rising stockpiles in¬ 
dicate weaker demand. 

Gasoline or petrol reserves 
meanwhile jumped 2.9 million 
barrels as superstorm Sandy 
crimped driving in the north¬ 
eastern US and forced many 
fuel terminals to halt opera¬ 
tions.

French to die out after gay marriage: 
industrialist Dassault 



PARIS (AFP) - France's So¬ 
cialist government Wednesday 
adopted a draft law to autho¬ 
rise gay marriage and adoption 
despite fierce opposition from 
the Roman Catholic Church 
and the right-wing opposition. 

President Francois Hol- 
lande, who made the issue a 
key part of his electoral plat¬ 
form, told a cabinet meeting 
the move was "not only a step 
forward for some but for all of 
society," government spokes¬ 
woman Najat Vallaud-Belka- 


cem said. 

French in¬ 
dustrialist and 
media magnate 
Serge Dassault 
later weighed 
into France's 
bitter debate 
over gay mar¬ 
riage y with a 
warning that if 
it is allowed, 
the French will 
have died out 
within a decade. 

The comment came the 
same day that the Socialist 
government adopted a draft 
law to authorise homosexual 
marriage and adoption, despite 
fierce opposition from the 
Roman Catholic Church and 
the right-wing opposition. 

Dassault, who is boss of the 
major defence group of the 
same name, owner of Le Fi¬ 
garo newspaper, and a right- 
wing Senator, said that if gay 
marriage was allowed, "there 


will be no renewal of the pop¬ 
ulation". 

"We'll have a land of 
homos. And then in 10 years 
there will be no-one left. It's 
stupid," the 87-year-old told 
France Culture radio. 

He said homosexuality was 
one of the causes of decadence 
in ancient Greece. 

"Total decadence, of course. 
It's the end of the family, it's 
the end of the children's devel¬ 
opment, it's the end of educa¬ 
tion. It's a danger for the entire 
nation," said Dassault. 

The draft law on gay mar¬ 
riage, a cornerstone of the 
election manifesto that brought 
President Francois Hollande to 
power in May, has come under 
fierce attack in a country that 
is officially secular but pre¬ 
dominantly Catholic. 

It now has to be voted 
through parliament before be¬ 
coming law. Hollande has 
promised it will be on the 
statute books by mid-2013. 


Over 29,000 killed in 
El Salvador crime: report 


SAN SALVADOR (AFP) - 
More than 29,000 people have 
been murdered in El Salvador 
in the last seven years, al¬ 
though the rate of killings has 
dropped in the past year, ac¬ 
cording to a non-governmental 
organization. 

The Fundacion Guillermo 
Manuel Ungo (Fundaungo) 
said Wednesday that some 
27,000 people were killed be¬ 
tween 2005 and 2011 while 
less than 2,000 were killed be¬ 
tween January and August of 
this year. 

The most highly targeted 
group was men aged 15-29, 


but more than 3,000 women 
had also been killed since 
2005, the group said. 

Central America has seen a 
spike in crime as Mexico's 
powerful cartels have gradu¬ 
ally expanded south, but El 
Salvador has seen a drop in vi¬ 
olence since its two most no¬ 
torious homegrown gangs 
agreed to a truce in March. 

The daily homicide rate has 
dropped from 14 to 5.5 since 
the March truce between the 
Mara Salvatrucha (MS-13) 
and Barrio 18 gangs, though 
experts have cautioned the 
calm may not last. 


Argentines to hold pot¬ 
bagging protest 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Opponents of President 
Cristina Kirchner called on 
fellow Argentines to bang their 
cooking pots today in a noisy 
protest against any possible 
bid she might run for a third 
term. 

"Say no to reelection," said 
the call to protest which was 
sent across the country via so¬ 
cial media websites. 

Kirchner, 59, is currently 
barred by the Argentine Con¬ 
stitution from running for a 
third consecutive term, but her 
supporters in the Congress 
have been lobbying for a con¬ 
stitutional amendment. 

Argentina's first elected fe¬ 
male president, Kirchner was 


voted into the office in 2007. 
She succeeded her husband, 
Nestor Kirchner, who died of 
a heart attack in 2010. 

Kirchner was reelected in 
October 2011 for a second 
four-year term, and by law is 
prohibited from running again, 
unless the constitution is re¬ 
vised allowing her to do so. 

But opinion polls have 
shown that the right-of-center 
leader has an uphill climb to 
being allowed to stand for re- 
election — more than 80 per¬ 
cent of the public has said they 
are against changing the con¬ 
stitution to allow her to run 
again, according to a recent 
opinion poll. 


Ancient mummy back to 
Peru 

LIMA (AFP) - Bolivian 
authorities on Tues¬ 
day returned to Peru 
the ancient mummy of 
a young girl that was 
intercepted by police 
as it was about to be 
illegally shipped to 
France. The mummy, 
which dates from be¬ 
tween the years 1200 
and 1450, was discov¬ 
ered in October 2010 
when a Bolivian citi¬ 
zen was attempting to 
send a box to the 
French city of Com- 
piegne to be then pre¬ 
sumably sent to an 
auction house, Peru's 
Ministry of Culture 
said in the statement. When authorities opened the box 
they found the mummified remains of a girl approxi¬ 
mately two years old in a fetal position. The child's body 
was wrapped in five layers of cotton and wool fabric, and 
experts said she likely lived among people who lived 
centuries ago on Peru's southern coast. Bolivian Cul¬ 
tures Minister Pablo Groux Canedo handed over the 
mummy to Peruvian counterpart Luis Peirano at an event 
at Peru's foreign ministry.

ULM (AFP) - Germany’s for¬ 
mer boxing world champion 
Rola El-Halabi is set to fulfil 
her dream in January to box 
again, nearly two years after 
she was gunned down by her 
step-father in a vicious attack. 

The 27-year-old El-Halabi, 
who won the women’s IBA 
and IBF lightweight titles in 
2009, will climb into the ring 
on January 13 when she takes 
on Italy’s Lucia Morelli in 
Ulm for the vacant IBA light¬ 
weight title. 

But El-Halabi's life was 
turned upside down on April 1 
2011 when her stepfather and 
former manager Hicham El- 
Halabi shot her in her right 
hand, left knee and both feet in 
her dressing room before she 
was due to box in Berlin. 

The attack came after she 
terminated his management 
contract in January 2011 and 
he also shot two security 
guards before being arrested at 
the stadium. 


In November last year, he 
was jailed for six years by a 
court in Berlin. 

Her injuries left her in a 
wheelchair for three months, 
but El-Halabi says her dream 
is to become a world cham¬ 
pion again, but she is happy 
just to climb into the ring once 
more. 

The Beirut-born 
boxer, who now lives 
in Ulm, Bavaria, says 
she had plenty of mo¬ 
tivation to fight again. 

’’Actually, I have 
always been moti¬ 
vated to take the hard 
path, I never had any¬ 
one who has done 
something for me and 
I am taking this will 
to win into the fight,” 
she said. 

”1 didn't retire then 
and that has moti¬ 
vated me to keep 
fighting and always 
has.” 


El-Halabi said her fiance 
has helped her through her 
tough journey back to full fit¬ 
ness, but she has no plans to 
stay in contact with her step 
father. 

El-Halabi says a simple five 
kilometre run, just after she 
came out of the wheelchair 
following surgery for her in¬ 
juries, was part of her inspira¬ 
tion to fight again. 

With a world title on the 
line, El-Halabi says the goal 
for her second career is to lift 
her arms in the air after victory 
in the ring. 

”1 want to fulfill that dream 
and then as a winner, I can say, 
Ok, that was great. That's 
enough.

Financial 
terms were not disclosed, though Bay was owed $16 mil¬ 
lion next season and an additional $3 million to buy out 
his $17 million salary for 2014.

$66 million deal with the Mets before the 2010 season 
and went into a steady decline. He hit .165 in just 70 
games and finished the season on the bench, In three 
seasons with the Mets, the 34-year-old Bay hit .234 with 
26 homers, falling well short of expectations. “Jason has 
a tremendous work ethic. There was never any question 
about it,” general manager Sandy Alderson said in a 
statement. “Unfortunately, the results weren’t there and 
we are in a results-oriented business. We thank Jason 
for his efforts and wish him well.” Bay, intends to keep 
playing, even after suffering through the worst season 
of his career.

Boxing: Hall of Fame Tennis: Djokovic fights back 
fighter Basilio dies to beat old rival Murray 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Car¬ 
men Basilio, a welterweight 
and middleweight world 
champion in the 1950s 
known for two epic fights 
with Sugar Ray Robinson, 
died Wednesday at the age of 
85. 

The International Boxing 
Hall of Fame, located in 
Basilio’s hometown of 
Canastota, New York, said 
Basilio died in hospital in 
Rochester, New York. 

’’During the 1950s and 
1960s Carmen was every¬ 
one’s hero,” Hall of Fame ex¬ 
ecutive director Edward 
Brophy said. ’’They talked 
about him in the coffee 
shops, grocery stores, gas sta¬ 
tions and barbershops all the 
time. 

’’And they still talk about 
him today. He was loved, re¬ 


spected and idol¬ 
ized. His career 
and memories will 
last forever in the 
Village of Canas¬ 
tota.” 

Basilio, who 
was born in 
Canastota on April 
2, 1927, twice won 
the welterweight 
world title, first 
from Tony De¬ 
Marco in 1955 and 
then from Johnny 
Saxton in 1956. 

He beat Robin¬ 
son for the middleweight 
world crown in 1957, step¬ 
ping up in weight to chal¬ 
lenge Robinson in a marquee 
match at Yankee Stadium and 
emerging from the brutal en¬ 
counter with a split decision 
victory. 

He lost the middleweight 
title to Robinson by another 
split decision in March of 
1958. 

The first world champion 
trained by Angelo Dundee, 
Basilio used an aggressive, 
charging style and a powerful 
left hook in wins over Lew 
Jenkins, Ike Williams, Billy 
Graham, Gil Turner, Art 
Aragon, Gasper Ortega and 
Don Jordan among others 
during his career. 

He finished his pro career 
with a record of 56-16-7 with 
27 knock-outs. 


LONDON (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic won the latest in¬ 
stallment of his thrilling ri¬ 
valry with Andy Murray as the 
world number one fought back 
to secure a dramatic 4-6, 6-3, 
7-5 victory in the ATP Tour Fi¬ 
nals at London's 02 Arena on 
Wednesday. 

Djokovic has a 100 percent 
record after two Group A 
matches at the season-ending 
event and will be guaranteed a 
place in the semi-finals if 
France's Jo-Wilfried Tsonga 
defeats Czech fifth seed 
Tomas Berdych later on 
Wednesday. 

World number three Mur¬ 
ray now needs to win his final 
group match against Tsonga 
on Friday to avoid an early 
exit after the US Open cham¬ 
pion failed to take advantage 
of a promising start. 

"We really pushed each 
other up to the last ball. It 
could have gone either way. It 
was enjoyable to be part of,” 
Djokovic said. 

Djokovic and Murray have 
been on-court rivals and off- 
court friends since the day 
they first faced off at an 
Under-12s tournament in the 
south of France. 

And, with Roger Federer 
approaching the end of his ca¬ 
reer and Rafael Nadal ham¬ 
pered by knee problems, their 
meetings have emerged as the 
sport's most significant occa¬ 
sions. 

In 2012 alone they have 


clashed seven times, with 
Djokovic starting the year with 
victory in the Australian Open 
semi-finals and Murray getting 
his revenge with an Olympic 
last four win and then, even 
more significantly, a five-set 
triumph over the Serb to win 
his first Grand Slam title at the 
US Open. 

Djokovic won their most 
recent meeting in the Shanghai 
final after saving five match 
points and his self-preserva¬ 
tion instincts helped him sur¬ 
vive another epic showdown 
lasting two hours and 34 min¬ 
utes. 

With their two Grand Slam 
meetings this year both timed 
at just short of five hours, 


Murray expected another gru¬ 
elling clash against one of the 
few players who can match his 
stamina and defensive skills. 
He wasn't to be disappointed. 

Leading 4-3, Djokovic sud¬ 
denly lost concentration and 
Murray, correctly challenging 
a crucial call on break point, 
seized his chance to draw 
level. 

That was the cue for the 
most intense period of the 
match as both players slugged 
it out in search of the knockout 
blow. 

It was Djokovic who deliv¬ 
ered it, breaking for a 5-4 lead, 
then saving two break points 
and finally bringing to a close 
a decidedly heavyweight bout.
